The  polls  will  be  open  at  said  place 
and  date  from  9 :00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
3:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  reception  of 
your  ballots  upon  the  election  of  town  officers  under 
the  Non-Partisan  Ballot  System:  furthermore,  you 
are  hereby  warned  that  on  said  date  and  place,  at 
9  :30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  matter  of  appro- 
priations and  such  other  business  properly  coming 
before  said  meeting  will  be  taken  up  for  your  con- 
sideration and  action. 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  town  offi- 
cers :  one  town  clerk  for  one  year,  one  selectman 
for  three  years;  and  the  following  for  one  year:  a 
town  treasurer,  a  tax  collector,  one  auditor,  two 
road  agents,  two  constables,  two  sextons  and  one 
trustee  for  the  cemetery  trust  funds.

New  textbooks  and  workbooks  were  purchased 
for  our  reading  and  social  science  programs  so  that 
we  are  now  completely  supplied  with  the  most  up- 
to-date  editions. 

Miss  Florence  Wheeler,  R.  N.  reports  that  in- 
dividual vision  and  dental  corrections  were  accom- 
plished, but  that  due  to  the  illness  of  Dr.  Haines  the 
dental  clinics  scheduled  for  May  and  June  had  to  be 
cancelled.  An  effort  was  made  to  procure  the  State 
Dental  Trailer  this  year,  although  it  came  as  near 
as  Milan,  Stark  was  unable  to  get  this  service. 
Plans  have  been  made  to  extend  the  health  program 
by  securing  the  services  of  a  school  physician. 

The  school  board  should  be  commended  for  its 
far-sighted  policy  of  granting  $100.00  to  our  teach- 
ers for  summer  school  attendance  and  for  their  ef- 
forts to  increase  the  educational  standards  of  our 
schools.
